Controversy Over Origin of P lag of 
Confederacy to be Settled.

United Confederate 
veterans, who 
will meet in 'Richmond, the old capi­ 
tal of the Confederacy next month, 
for their 
twentieth, 
and perhaps 
their last reunion, will be caller up­ 
on to settle for all time the long- 
waged 
controversy 
between Ala­ 
b a m a and North Carolina, as to who 
was the designer of the battle flag 
of the south. 
T h e honor of having designed the 
stars and bars, which are treasured 
in the south today as they were 
a 
half century ago, is claimed by bot Ii 
states. 
Orren Randolph Smith, 
of 
Louisburg, N, C., who was a major 
in th© confederate army, and served 
twice under the stars and stripes, 
Completed his design and raised 
it 
upon a flagstaff at Louisburg on 
F e b ru a ry 
12, 
1861. 
Nicola Mar­ 
shall, a draughtsman, a native of 
Alabama, now a resident of Louis­ 
ville, Ky., claims to have originated 
the design in his studio, th a t it w'as 
later , taken to Governor Moore 
of 
Alabama, who showed it with two 
o th e r suggestions of Mr. Marshall to 
prominent men of the south, and 
t h a t his 'design was thus selected. 
The two designs, which appear to 
be similar, were both made early 
afte r the outbreak of hostilities. Jt 
is expected the decision will be bas­ 
ed on the time each was first shown, 
the earliest 
to 
receive the honor. 
Major Smith’s flag, 
which is now 
the 
authorized 
emblem 
of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, 
was 
m ade early in February, while Mar­ 
shall's design was rendered at Mari­ 
on, Ala., in the latter p a r t of April 
or early In May, 1861. 
Both claim 
"that it was their design th a t was 
accepted by the committee of 
the 
Southern Congress at Montgomery, 
Ala., as the flag of the confederacy. 
At the recent general convention 
of the United Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy, held at Savannah, a com­ 
mittee was provided 
to co-operate 
with similar committees of the con­ 
federate veterans, the Sons of Con­ 
federate Veterans and the Confeder­ 
ate Memorial association, for 
the 
purpose of determining who was the 
designer of the flag, thu s settling 
the controversy. 
The m a tte r comes 
officially before the veterans for the 
first time next month. 
Major Smith, who had seen fer­ 
vid© with Taylor in Mexico and with 
Johnston in Utah, purchased 
some 
dress goods and secured the services 
of Miss Rebecca Murphy to sew the 
flag. 
Miss Murphy was assisted by 
her aunt and Miss Nora Styles. The 
m ajo r then spliced tw*o poles into 
one and flew his flag a t a height of 
IOO 
feet. 
Miss Murphy is still 
liv­ 
ing, 
and 
is now Mrs. W« R. Win­ 
uit file of Wilson, N. C.

vision of the Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy. 
The North Carolina divi­ 
sion of the l aughters is behind the 
claim of Major .Smith, as is a1 o his
